Robert Bennett, his wife and 
three children were killed early 
today, in a fire that swept 
t 
home at 447 Scenic drive, 
Riverview Gardens. 

Firemen said the blaze start- 
ed in the living room from an 
undetermined cause. Coroner 
Raymond I. Harris of St. Louis 
county attributed “the deaths 
to carbon monoxide poisoning 
caused by lack of oxygen. 

A neighbor, George Kieffler, 
459 Seenic, saw flames on the 
roof about 3 o’clock this morn- 
ing when he was returning 
home from his job at Wagner 
Electric Co. 

Kieffler told his wife to call 


the fire department and then 
tried unsuccessfully to get a 
respanse from the Bennetts. 
« W Riverview Gardens fire- 
men arrived, they found most 
of the home in flames. The 
blaze had melted aluminum 
awnings, 
Tried to Save Children. 

The parents apparently had 
tried to rescue the children, 
authorities said. The bodies of 
Bennett and his wife were 
found in a room in which a 
son, Robert Jr., 2 years old, 
had been sleeping. 

The boy’s body was on the 
bed. Mrs. Bennett was lying 
across the bed, clasping the 
body of a daughter; Shirley, 
11 months. The baby’s crib 
was in the doorway of another 
room, indicating the parents 
had picked up the child after 
trying to remove the crib. 

In the room in which Shir- 
ley had been sleeping was 
found the body of another 
child, Diane, 9 years old, 
daughter of Bennett by a pre- 
vious marriage. 

Coroner Harris said that ex- 
cept for slight burns on_the 
bodies of Mr. and Mrs. Ben- 
nett, the flames had not 
vtouched mempers of the fam- 
ily. However, the fire had 
completely burned out the 
front section of the house. 

Bought Home Recently. 

Fire Chief Joseph Gottwald 
of Riverview Gardens estinfated 
damage at $350Q to the build- 
= and contents. His depart- 
ment, which sent three pieces 
of equipment to the fire, had 
the blaze under control in 
about 20 minutes, he said. 

The Bennetts had recently 
purchased the home and moved 
into it only three weeks ago 
from 3117A Norwood avenue. 

Bennett, a switchman for the 
Missouri-Kansas-Texas (Katy) 
Railroad, was 29 years old. His 
wife, Lawanda, was 28.

CULTURAL PACT 
EXTENSION WITH 
RUSSIA SOUGHT 


U.S. Asks 'Moscow to 
Begin, Talks Soon — 
‘Menshikov Indicates 
He Favors Idea.

WASHINGTON, May 16 — 
The United States has asked 
Moscow to hold talks soon 
aimed at extending the cul- 
tural exchange agreement be- 
tween the two countries. 

While diplomats argued crit- 
ical political issues in Geneva 
—and made little progress— 
there was every indication that 
agreement would -be forthcom- 
ing in the cultural and techni- 
cal agreements. The present 
two-year arrangement for ex- 
changing artists, educators, 
technicians and others expires 
next Jan, 27. 

Soviet ambassador Mikhail 
Menshikovy was summoned to 
the State Department yester- 
day to receive the United 
States proposal. It called for 
meetings to arrange extension 
of the present agreement to 
be held in Washington in late 
June or early July. 

‘Favors Continuance. 

As he left the department 
after receiving the message 
from Ambassador William S. B. 
Lacy, the Soviet diplomat was 
smilling. He told reporters 
Moscow would favor continuing 
the exchanges “probably for 
another couple of years.” 

The Russians had proposed 
informally that the discussions 
of the new agreement take 
place in Moscow. The United 
States note said that was “en- 
tirely reasonable” but asked 
that Washington be the site of 
the negotiations. | 
Under the exchange agree- 
ment, the Soviet and United 
States government have ex- 
changed about 170 delegations 
averaging 10 persons. each. 
They have included large 
groups like the Soviet Bolshoi 
ballet troupe now visiting here 
and some individual perform- 
ers. Most of the exchanges 
have been in technical, scien- 
tific and educational fields. 

Colleges Exchanges. 

American students are now 
studying at Moscow and Lenin- 
grad universities and Russians 
are attending some American 
colleges. Next year the two 
countries will exchange pro- 
fessors, American teachers 
from Columbia and Harvard 
and professors from Moscow 
and Leningrad will teach at 
each other’s institutions. 

American officials hope to 
send at least one musical come- 
dy, probably “My Fair Lady,” 
to the Soviet Union next year. 
The Russians are expécted to 
send to the United States one 
of its top symphony orchestras

EISENHOWER GETS

WASHINGTON, May 16 (AP) 
— President Eisenhower re- 
ceived a batch of petitions yes- 
terday supporting his campaign 
for a balanced budget. Along 
with them, he got two dozen 
long-distance golf balls. 

Both the petitions and golf 
balls were presented by five 
Republican Congressmen and 
three Pennsylvanians, repre- 
senting an organization called 
“Alerted Americans.” 

The petitions, the White 
House estimated, carried more 
than 50,000 signatures. They 
urged that there be no tax 
increase and that any inflation- 
ary spending be halted. 

Representative Walt Horan 
(Rep.), Washington, told Mr. 
Eisenhower that the delegation 
had “a special gift for you—a 
golf ball that will travel 100 
yards farther.”

West Reported Ready to Split 
Package Plan to End Deadlock 


Big Three Persist in Hope Formula for 
‘Berlin Peace Will Be Found Despite

GENEVA, May 16 (‘(AP)— 
The western powers today were 
reported willing to discuss Ber- 
lin apart from their package 
plan for Germany in an attempt 
to break the deadlock with the 
Russians. 

Tne Big Four foreign min- 
isters’ conference recessed over 
the weekend with the Soviets 
still insisting on the signing of 
a peace treaty with the two 
German states above every- 
thing else. But hope persisted 
among western diplomats of 
finding a formul@ for agree- 
ment on the future of divided 
Berlin. The crisis caused by 
Russia’s demand for western 
withdrawal from West Berlin 
is expected to move steadily to 
the fore as the second week of 
the conference develops. 

Whether there is any basis 
for agreement, however, re- 
mains to be seen, for Russia 
has so far stood firm on its 
demand for demilitarization of 
West Berlin, and the western

TWO NEW STATES 
SHIFT POPULATION 
CENTER IN ILLINOIS 


WASHINGTON, May 15 (AP) 
—The Government today moved 
the nation’s center of popula- 
tion 17 miles from its old loca- 
tion in Illinois to reflect the 
granting of statehood to Alaska 
and Hawaii. 

The Census Bureau said the 
new center, based on figures 
collected in the 1950 census, 
is about three miles northeast 
of Louisville, Ill. The old cen- 
ter was eight miles north- 
northeast of Olney, Ill. 

A new population center 
will be computed after the 1960 
census. 

The exact location of the new

Gromyko 
has already turned down the 
package as a whole, denouncing 
it as a tangle of unrelated is- 
sues which would make any 
progress here impossible. 


Western officials say he may 
pull various points out of the 
parcel and seek to discuss them 
individually, Berlin is one such 
issue,.even though Communist 
spokesmen have rebuffed the 
specific western proposal for 
merging West and Communist

Testing can be resumed in 
such a way that the atmos- 
pliere will not be polluted by 
radioactive fallout, Murray 
said. He argued that it could 
be justified in a court of world 
opinion. 

Murray insisted that testing 
must be started again because 
the problem of developing lim- 
ited nuclear weapons which 
would strike only at military 
objectives has not been solved. 

Program Given Up? 

“Has the United States per- 
manently given up its program 
designed to limit nuclear 
weapons and make them suit- 
able for properly military 
uses?” Murray asked. 

He called the big bomb 
“simply instruments of indis- 
criminate massacre.” 

Murray, a Democrat, was 
dropped from the A.E.C. by 
President Eisenhower in 1957. 
The congressional consultant 
said that in the President's 
April 13 letter to Premier 
Khrushchev on the Geneva nu- 
clear test bar talks, “the ad- 
ministration finally reached a 
realistic position.” 

In that letter Mr. Eisenhower 
proposed a pact to suspend all 
tests within 30 miles of the 
earth, those which would con- 
taminate the atmosphere. 

Mr. Eisenhower wrote that 
negotiations then might con- 
tinue further to bar under- 
ground and outer space tests. 

However, Murray said Mr. 
Eisenhower then wrote another | 
letter to Khrushchev embrac- | 
ing an idea of Prime Minister 
Macmillan of Great Britain 
that a test bar agreement be 
reached to be policed by a lim- 
ited number of predetermined 
annual inspections.

The hard fact of the situation at 911 Locust

If they ean get 
away With it, they will make the most of 
$2,000,000 in budget trims in the instruction 
department, eliminating such items as the 
Junior College, the kindergartens, summer 
playgrounds, high school athletics and the 
system’s health and hygiene program. 

In 1954 the School Board paid the Chicago 
business consultants, A. T. Kearney & Co., 
some $50,000 for a survey of the system’s 
non-instructional activities. Kearney found 
that the board was spending $1,487,000 more 
than was necessary—or about 9 cents on the 
tax rate—and it made detailed recommenda- 
tions on how to plug this leak. 


Specifically it recommended annual sav- 
ings running to: 


$740,000 in the patronage-swollen shops 
division by handling all but miscellaneous 
and minor emergency.. repair work 
through outside contractors; 


$373,200 in operating the schoo] plant 
by reorganizing the custodial staff so 
that every man would put in a fair day's 
work, which only abott half of the custo- 
dians were doing; 


$127,000 by discontinuing the landscape 
division and another $100,000 by selling 
the board’s greenhouse properties; 


$152,902 by a reorganization of the 
board’s system of financeyaccounting an¢é 
inventory controls and the use of busi- 
ness machines; . 


$50,000 by eliminating the captive ar- 
chitectural division and hiring private 
architects when as and if needed; 


$44,000 by a reorganization of the 
transportation division and the elimina- 
tion of chauffeur-driven vehicles. 


Except for the recommendation of labor- 
saving business machines, all of these major 
proposals have been ignored. A program for 
the use of some electronic business machines 
is to be begun in six months, but school offi- 
cials already are predicting that the machines 
not only will not replace a single employe but 
may even require the hiring of more. 

A School Board that was sincerely devoted 
to the interest of the children would make 
every effort to achieve the necessary econo- 
mies jp the areas pointed out by the Kearney 
firm. A School Board that is devoted to pro- 
tecting the system of institutionalized waste 
and patronage would make every effort to 
achieve economy in such fringe areas of in- 
struction as the kindergarten and playgrounds. 

The board’s actions will speak for 
themselves.

Forcing Up Subsidised Rents 

The Missouri Public Service Commission 
will best serve the public interest by disap- 
proving Union Electric’s plans for future pub- 
lic housing projects. The utility has decided 
against selling power at wholesale rates to 
future projects. 

Union Electric now sells power at whole- 
sale rates to the St. Louis Housing Authority, 
not to the individual tenant, whose monthly 
rent to the Authority covers the cost of the 
unmetered electricity he uses. As the Hous- 
ing Authority argues, it is a public agency 
with substantial “welfare” aspects, and it 
ought to be entitled to buy services and ma- 
terials at wholesale rates. Its rents are based 
on ability to pay; it is not a profit maker. 

Public housing is subsidized housing, with 
the Federal Government providing cash grants 
to make up the difference between rental in- 
come and the actual cost of paying off the 
particular project. If allowed the privilege 
of selling retail to public housing tenants, 
Union Electric will force rents up. In that 
case either some needy people unable to af- 
ford the higher rents would have to be kept 
out of the projects, or the federal subsidy 
would have to be increased. Why should the 
Missouri Public Service Commission sanction 
such a result? 7 


Latin American Common Market 
Any device which facilitates trade, especial- 
ly between neighboring nations, has economic 
advantages. Yet Dag Hammarskjold warned 
the United Nations Economic Commission for 
Latin America in Panama City that a common 
market based on the European model would 


“not be a cure-all for the troubles of the re- 


gion. He favored a lowering of trade barriers, 
but urged more attention to what he called 
the “social factors’ in Latin American 
development. + 

President Ernesto de la Guardia of Panama 
noted that the region is confronted by many 
of its difficulties because “despair itself makes 
the masses listen to demagogues who offer 
them everything.” Since solid economic growth 
would help to eliminate this despair, it should 
be fostered as part of the effort to eliminate 
conditions which spawn economically unrealis- 
tic and reckless governments. | . 

The European model of the common mar- 
ket, however, is only of limited usefulness, 
The six European nations are highly fndus- 
trialized while most of the Latin American 
countries are primarily producers of raw ma- 
terials. They depend more on trade with 
North America and Europe than on trade 
with each other. ; 

The common market should be adapted to

to the President for his approval. It is ear- 
nestly to be hoped that there will not be the 
slightest hesitancy on the part of Congress to 
give its consent. ' 

It was in October, 1957, that the National 
Science Foundation; which is government 
supported but scientist-operated, issued an 
urgent warning that both industry and gov- 
ernment had been falling behind for the pre- 
vious 10 years in the support of all basic re- 
search. Since then hardly a month has 
without warnings from’ other bodies, scien- 
tists, educators and Congressmen on defi- 
ciencies in basic research. 

About the same time that the NSF issued 
its warning, Dr. I. I. Rabi of Columbia Uni- 
versity, a Nobel Prize winner in physics, 
wrote: “If the. present trends continue: the 
Russians may confidently expect to lead the 
world in basie science in one or two decades. 
Under favorable conditions of material sup- 
port and public approbation of basic science 
and intellectual endeavor in general, the 
growth of basic science can be almost explo- 
sive in nature.” 

‘National support ‘of such projects as the 
new atom smasher, which is to be a two-mile 
long affair at Stanford University, should 
play a big part in inducing more persons to 


. enter the basic research field. 


In one respect the President’s announce- 
ent was disappointing. One of the major 
mmendations in the panel’s report to him 
was that scientists of other nations, includ- 
ing Russia, be encouraged to meet with Amer- 
icans “to lay plans for co-operative research 
on new nuclear accelerator concepts,” but Mr. 


‘Eisenhower ignored the proposal. 


The Russians have made some remarkable 
additions to world knowledge in physics in 
recent years and there is good reason to be- 
lieve that they are at least on a par with us 
in the nuclear field. A partial deterrent to 
Moscow’s aggressiveness and feeling of in- 
security might be developed through working 
with them in the proud field of basic nuclear 
research. 

Mr. Eisenhower has not yet presented his 
recommendations to Congress. He still has 
an opportunity to follow the full suggestion 
of his scientific panel. It is not too much to 
hope that where political science has failed, 
the physical sciences might be the basis for 
discovering a path toward more peaceful 
relations. 


Tieken Bows Out 


The extensive hearings conducted last year 
by the House Judiciary subcommittee into the 
official record of Robert Tieken, United States 
District Attorney for Northern Illinois, have 
borne fruit. Mr. Tieken, who was appointed 


« by President Eisenhower with the sponsorship 


of Senator Dirksen, will not be reappointed 
to a second fwur-year term. 

Attorney General Rogers does not explain 
why, but the reason is clear. Acting as Dis- 
trict Attorney, Mr. Tieken issued subpenas 
for four Illinois state officials at a time when 
he was trying to get for himself a more favor- 
able settlement of land condemnation suits in 
connection with the Illinois toll road program. 
After the toll road officials decided to pay 
him $34,000 for 10 acres of land near Liberty- 
ville, the subpenas were dropped and there 
was no grand jury investigation. * 

That was no way for an agent of the De- 
partment of Justice to perform, and the White 
House. in effect now recognizes it. 


For Russian Television 


The Russians have caught up with John 
Crosby. A complaint of Moscow television 
critics (“complaint” is the collective for crit- 
ics, like a dimming of stars, a boredom of 
script writers or a gaggle of geese) is dis- 
gusted with Soviet TV. There is too much 
“dullness and banality,” according to the re- 
viewers, too much “timidity in subject matter 
and presentation,” too much reliance on old 
stuff. 

. This shows that Russian TV producers have 
more in common with their American oppo- 
site numbers than might be believed by one 
who does not get caviar and borsch for his 


TV dinner. But they have not yet caught up 


with the Americans who solved their problem 
by discovering the westerns. The Russians, 
however, have as big an opportunity in their 
backyard. For them, a cossack is as good as 
a cowboy. So it is only a matter of time be- 
fore Russian screens light up with Cossack 
Caravan, The Cossacks at Red Gulch; The Cos- 
sacks in Peace and War, The Cossack Kid, 
the Cossack Horse Opera and so on ad 
nauseum. 

The Russians are sure to strike gold in 
American TV programs as soon as the Krem- 
lin translates them. In fact, there is only 
one show they are not likely to adapt. That 
one is “Who Do You Trust?” 


Diplomas in Little Rock 


The tragedy of Little Rock is exemplified 
by its high school graduating class, which 
numbers only 225. Before Gov. Faubus inter- 
posed himself between the public schools and 
their integration plan, four high schools gave 


diplomas to more than a thousand students 


each year. Now only two all-white high schools 
will graduate a fourth as many students, A 
number of students have migrated elsewhére 
in search of an education; many, obviously, 


‘are doing without secondary schooling—and 
the existing private schools are not generally — 


accredited. - 

The future belongs to the educated youth 
of the nation, graduation orators often say. 
We wonder who will say that in Little Rock 
this year.

Mark Clark, J. Lawton Collins, Leslie

feld, Fechteler, Settle, Carney and 
Hewitt; and those who pioneered 
air power to its present heights, like 
Spaatz, Kenney, Baker and Quesada. 
To illustrate, a major general or 
rear admiral retiring after June 1, 
1958, draws his retired pay at 75 per 
cent of the new active duty rate of 
$1350 per month, as against the pay 
drawn by a major general retiring 
on or before May 31, which allows 
only a 6 per cent increase over the 
old retired pay of $807 a month. 


This spells out to $1014 per month 


retirement pay for a major general 


or rear admiral now on active duty, 
who may not have commanded more 
than a battalion in war, as against 
a retired major general drawing $848 
per month who -commanded a divi- 
sion or task force during World 
War II and Korea. 


Some witnesses before the Armed 
Forces Committee have purported to 


-say that the new schedule’s primary 


objective is to retain scientific and 
professional personnel, 


Such argument is largely specious. 
For the increased pay differential 
for these technicians is still far from 
comparable with corresponding pay 
scales in civil life. In the case of 
officers, the very fair and justi- 


fiable increases, will have little ef- 
fect until the services make available 
to such professional officers a much 
larger proportion of general officer 
grades. 


It is-only necessary to cite the, 
case of Adm. Rickover of the Navy 


-and Maj. Gen. Medaris of the Army 


Guided Missile Agency to demon- 
strate this fact. In spite of their dis- 
tinguished services (Nautilus and Ex- 
plorer), neither has ever been ac- 
corded three-star rank. 


How can the Budget Bureay or the 
Department of Defense, in their rec- 
ommendations to Congress, ascer- 
tain in dollars the difference in the 
measure of value of officers retired 
before and after June 1, 1958? 


For example, take Maj. Gen. Wil- 
liam Dean, whose exploits in .com- 
mand of the 24th Division during the 
early days in Korea won him the 
esteem and gratitude of the entire 
nation as well as the award of the 
Medal of Honor upon his return 
from captivity. What possible reason- 
ing could the Bureau of Budget or 
Department 6f Defense employ to 
evaluate this gallant officer’s worth 
in terms of retired pay at $848 per 
month, as against a 25 per cent 
greater retired pay of $1014? That, 
under the new pay bill, will be paid 
to any run-of-the-mill major general 
who retires on or after the mystic 
date of June 1, 1958,

DES: ILL T7 YEARS. 


POUGHKEEPSIE, N.Y., May 


16 (AP)—Joe Cook, legendary 
stage comedian, died last night 
at his home near Poughkeepsie, 
the victim of a paralysis with 
which he had been Yo wnt for 
17 years. He was 69 years 

Mr. Cook, whose years aidet 
reer was cut short. when he was 
52 by Parkinson’s disease, was 
famous for his four mythical 
Hawaiians routine as well as 
an extraordinary collection of 
juggling and zany antics. 

His stage career began in 
1919. In 1942, the nervous dis- 
ease struck his left hand, and 
subsequently became progres- 
sively worse. 

There was little about the 
theater that he could not do. 
He was a sharpshooter, tight 
rope walker, juggler, acrobat, 
magician, mechanic; comedian, 
dancer and actor. What hee 
couldn’t do, he could make the 
audience forget. 

Trick Photo Paid Off. 

It was his imaginative mind 
that landed him his first pro- 
fessional job in New York. He 
went to a photographer and 
had a trick picture made show- 
ing him juggling 17 balls si- 
multataneously. (The strings 
that held the balls suspended 
were painted out before the 
photograph was made.)
